Item  1  -  File  204-89-1 

1.  This  item  is  a  hearing  to  consider  the  lease/purchase  agreement  for 
equipment  in  the  proposed  1989-90  Fire  Department  budget. 

2.  The  1988-89  Fire  Department  budget  included  funding  for  the 
lease/purchase  of  four  Triple  Combination  Pumpers  (engines)  and  two  Aerial 
Ladder  Trucks  (trucks).  The  proposed  1989-90  budget  includes  funding  for  an 
additional  four  engines  and  two  trucks.  According  to  Chief  Lynch,  the  1988-89 
lease/purchase  funding  is  being  revised  to  obtain  three  engines  and  four  trucks 
and  the  1989-90  will  be  revised  to  obtain  five  engines  and  no  trucks. 

3.  Chief  Lynch  reports  that  the  bidding  process  to  obtain  the  1988-89  order  of 
three  engines  and  four  trucks  has  not  been  completed  by  the  Purchaser's  Office. 
After  a  vendor  in  this  bidding  process  has  been  selected,  a  separate  bidding 
process  will  be  used  to  obtain  the  lease/purchase  financing  arrangements.  The 
budgeted  funding  is  for  the  ten  percent  down  payment  made  at  the  time  the 
vendor  is  selected.  The  ninety  percent  balance  is  the  subject  of  the  lease/purchase 
arrangement  which  will  be  paid  over  a  seven  to  eight  year  period. 

Comments 

1.  Two  engines  funded  in  1987-88  were  just  received  but  cannot  be  put  into 
service  until  outfitting  is  completed.  Bidding  for  the  outfitting  is  proceeding  end 
the  engines  should  be  outfitted  within  four  to  six  weeks. 

2.  One  truck  funded  in  1987-88  was  ordered  about  a  year  ago  and  is  expected 
to  arrive  shortly.

Item  2  -  File  204-89-2 

1.  This  item  is  a  hearing  to  consider  safety  hazards  to  Firefighters  and  the 
public  resulting  from  mechanical  failures  of  equipment  and  vehicles  operated  by 
the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and  proposals  to  reduce  the  staffing  on  engine 
companies  and  rescue  squads. 

2.  Chief  Lynch  reports  that  the  water  tanks  on  some  Triple  Combination 
Pumpers  (engines)  had  to  be  relocated  on  the  vehicles  to  improve  the  weight 
distribution.  Additional  springs  also  had  to  be  installed  on  the  engines  to  help 
overcome  the  weight  distribution  problems.  Weight  distribution  on  engines 
became  a  problem  when  engines  designed  for  general  use  were  purchased  for  use 
on  San  Francisco's  hills. 

3.  Aerial  Ladder  Trucks  (trucks)  have  had  problems  with  the  hydraulic 
mechanisms  that  raise  and  lower  the  main,  automatic  ladder  on  the  trucks. 
Chief  Lynch  reports  that  currently  two  of  the  Department's  eighteen  trucks  have 
nonfunctioning  hydraulic  aerial  ladders.  The  Fire  Department  has  begun  a 
testing  program  whereby  two  trucks  will  be  tested  each  week  and  any  repairs 
needed  will  be  performed  immediately.  Chief  Lynch  estimates  that  all  eighteen 
trucks  will  have  been  tested  by  August,  1989. 

4.  The  Mayor's  proposed  1989-90  budget  for  the  Fire  Department  includes  a 
reduction  in  the  staffing  of  Aerial  Ladder  Trucks  by  one  Firefighter  from  a  staff  of 
one  Officer  and  five  Firefighters  per  truck  to  one  Officer  and  four  Firefighters  per 
truck.  Currently,  one  truck  already  has  the  reduced  staffing  and  the  proposed 
1989-90  budget  would  reduce  the  staffing  on  fifteen  more  trucks,  leaving  the  two 
trucks  with  the  nonfunctioning  aerial  ladders  at  the  present  staffing  level.  When 
the  two  nonfunctioning  trucks  have  been  repaired,  the  staffing  on  them  will  also 
be  reduced.  Layoffs  will  not  be  necessary  to  effect  the  proposed  staff  reduction. 
The  proposed  reduction  will  allow  reassigning  the  fifth  Firefighter  from  each 
truck  to  other  duties  that  currently  must  be  accomplished  by  Firefighters  working 
overtime  (Extended  Work  Week). 

Comments 

1.  There  are  no  proposals  at  present  to  reduce  staffing  on  either  engines  or 
on  rescue  squads.

Dear  Supervisor  Nelder: 


Attached  is  a  fact  sheet  on  testing  results  for  safety/mechanical  failures 
on  aerial  ladder  trucks.   I  will  be  present  at  the  Oversight  Committee 
meeting  on  June  22  to  explain  the  data,  since  it  is  rather  lengthy  and 
complex  to  put  in  written  form. 

Your  calendar  also  mentions  engine  and  rescue  squad  reductions,  which 
we  have  not  heard  of  before.   They  Mayor's  office  has  proposed  reducing 
truck  staffing,  which  we  are  opposed  to.   The  reduction  proposed  elim- 
inating one  person  from  each  truck  (24  hrs/day,  7  days/wk,  365/yr.) 
would  amount  to  76  jobs  eliminated.   For  each  position  it  takes  a  figure 
of  4.2x  the  position  to  fill  it  full  time.   It  is  a  safety  issue  with 
Local  798;  fire  fighter  safety  and  citizens'  safety.   They  are  reducing 
fire  protection  and  putting  both  citizens  and  fire  fighters  at  risk  for 
property  loss  and  fire  safety. 

We  have  previously  sent  you  the  summary  of  changes  in  authorized  on-duty 
staffing  since  1955  and  also  the  deployment  of  fire  fighting  resources, 
i.e.,  companies  closed,  disbanded,  relocated,  or  consolidated. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  from  our  last  year's  Annual  Report  that  fire 
suppression  experienced  "a  17Z  increase  in  the  number  of  responses. 
Although  greater  alarms  increased  by  27Z,  the  total  number  of  actual 
fires  remained  fairly  constant.   However,  there  was  a  dramatic  increase 
in  the  number  of  medical  emergency  responses." 

And  now,  the  Mayor's  office  is  proposing  reducing  fire  protection  and 
emergency  services.

It 
is  now  a  two  volume  document  and  over  400  pages  in  length.  The 
code  is  organizationally  complex  and  without  appropriate 
indexes. 

The  Budget  Analyst  persists  in  the  idea  that  staff  transfered * 
from  the  Plans  and  Programs  Division  can  be  assigned  to 
re-write  the  code,  we  need  to  repeat  again  that  all  available 
staff  has  already  been  assigned  to  permit  processing. 

The  budget  Analyst  did  not  review  the  operation,  workload  and 
staffing  of  the  Implementation  Division  and,  therefore,  has  no 
basis  for  making  this  recommendation.  Tne  fact  is  the 
Implementation  Division  is  intolerably  short  of  staff  to  do 
processing  work  and  does  not  have  staff  to  draft  code 
revisions,  as  recommended  by  the  Budget  Analyst.  Assigning  the 
Plans  and  Programs  Division  to  draft  code  changes  is  a 
carefully  thought  out  management  decision.  Rewriting  the  City 
Planning  Code  is  a  major  undertaking,  requiring  special  skills 
and  experience.  It  is  a  project  the  Department  had  hoped  to 
start  at  least  two  years  ago.  In  recent  discussions  with 
potential  consultants,  rewriting  the  Code  is  estimated  to  cost 
over  $100,000.   It  seems  remote  at  this  time  that  high  priority 
can  be  given  to  accomplishing  this  work  with  city  funds.

3.  We  certainly  do  not  disagree  that  zoning  summaries  by 
district  and  periodic  zoning  bulletins  would  aid  in 
public  understanding  of  the  Code.  These  special 
publications,  which  have  been  made  available  in  the 
past  on  a  periodic  basis,  could  be  issued  more 
frequently  if  resources  can  be  found  to  create  an 
expanded  public  information  section  proposed  by  the 
Department. 

4.  The  Budget  Analyst  refers  to  the  Neighborhood 
Commercial  Zoning  Study  as  ...  "a  good  example  of  how

This  program  is 
intended  to  correct  identified  discriminatory  practices  inherent  in  the 
City's  procurement  process  and  in  the  award  of  prime  contracts  to 
MBE/WBEs  and  to  develop  their  status  and  capability  as  prime 
contractors  of  the  City."

3.  Section  12D.4  of  the  Ordinance  provides  that  MBE  and  WBE  bid 
preferences  of  the  Ordinance  shall  be  afforded  only  to  economically  disadvantaged 
minority  and  women-owned  businesses  subject  to  the  following  exemptions: 

1.  When  the  Director  of  the  Human  Rights  Commission  finds,  with  the 
advice  of  the  contract  awarding  authority,  that  needed  goods  or 
services  are  available  only  from  a  sole  source  which  is  not  an  MBE  or 
WBE,  and  the  prospective  contractor  is  not  currently  disqualified  from 
doing  business  with  the  City,  or  from  doing  business  with  any 
governmental  agency,  based  on  a  failure  to  comply  with  MBE/WBE;  or 
contract  compliance  requirements. 

2.  If  the  contract  awarding  authority  certifies  in  writing  to  the  Director 
that  (a)  pursuant  to  the  Administrative  Code  Section  6.30,  the  contract 
is  necessary  to  respond  to  an  emergency  which  endangers  the  public 
health  or  safety,  and  (b)  there  is  no  time  to  apply  the  bid  preference  and 
no  MBEs  or  WBEs  capable  of  performing  the  emergency  work  are 
immediately  available,  provided  that  the  contract  awarding  authority 
certification  was  made  prior  to  the  Controller's  contract  certification. 

4.  Section  12D.  14(E)  of  the  ordinance  requires  that  if  the  Director  of  the 
Human  Rights  Commission  finds,  after  investigation,  that  a  City  Department  in 
the  process  of  awarding  a  contract(s)  has  deliberately  failed  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance,  a  written  Finding  of  Noncompliance,  specifying  the 
nature  of  the  noncompliance,  must  be  transmitted  to  the  City  Department,  the 
Commission,  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Additionally,  the  Director 
of  the  Human  Rights  Commission  must  attempt  to  resolve  any  noncompliance 
through  conference  and  conciliation.  If  such  efforts  fail  to  resolve  the 
noncompliance,  the  Director  of  the  Human  Rights  Commission  must  transmit  a 
copy  of  the  Finding  of  Noncompliance,  along  with  a  finding  that  conciliation  was 
attempted  and  failed,  to  the  Human  Rights  Commission.  The  Human  Rights 
Commission  must  notify  the  City  Department  to  take  appropriate  action  to  secure 
compliance.

In  accordance  with  the  City's  MBE/WBE/LBE  Ordinance  175-89,  I  am  reporting  the 
Airport'*  progress  for  the  preceding  Fiscal  Year  1986-89  toward  the  achievement  of  MBE 
and  WBE  participation  goals.  As  you  know,  the  MBE/WBE/LBE  Ordinance  139-84  was  in 
effect  which  stipulated  annual  participation  goals  of  30%  MBE  and  10%  WBE. 

During  1988-69,  our  eligible  contract  dollars  totaled  $23,873,844.  Of  thii  amount. 
$8,477,115  (36%)  was  awarded  to  MBE  primes  and  $238,338  (1%)  to  WBE  primes.  Seven  (7) 
concession  leases  were  awarded:  Cigarette  Vending,  California  Products  Shop  (MBE), 
Mobile  Catering  A  (MBE),  Mobile  Catering  B  (MBE),  Duty  Free  Shop  (In-Bond),  Beauty 
Salon  and  Gifts/Newsstand  Shop  under  a  Principal  Concession  lease  with  MBE/WBB 
subleasing  goals  as  a  Newsstand  (MBE)  and  Sports  Shop  (WBE).  As  previously  indicated, 
three  of  these  leases  were  awarded  to  MBE  prime*  and  two  subleases  were  awarded  to  an 
MBE  and  a  WBE. 

For  further  identification  of  contracts  by  ethnic  breakdown  and  dollar  amount,  I  have 
enclosed  computer  printouts  for  both  the  construction/professional  services  contracts  and 
concession  leases.  This  annual  report  was  also  submitted  to  the  Human  Rights  Commission 
on  July  28,  1989.

Dear  Supervisor  Gonzales: 

This  letter  is  in  further  response  to  the  concerns  expressed  by  the 
Coalition  of  Black  Truckers  in  their  letter  to  Mayor  Agnos  dated  November  16, 
1989.   I  believe  their  concerns  were  clearly  addressed  by  Deputy  Mayor  Claude 
Everhart's  letter  of  January  9. 

Though  the  Coalition's  letter  was  addressed  to  the  Mayor,  the  fidelity  and 
the  integrity  of  the  Human  Rights  Commission  in  discharging  its  obligations  in 
the  implementation  of  the  M/W/LBE  ordinance  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  was  central  in  several  of  the  issues  the  Coalition  raised.   Though  the 
Mayor's  Office  has  responded  to  the  letter,  and  though  we  stand  squarely  behind 
that  response,  I  would  like  to  also  provide  my  own  response  for  your 
cons  ideration . 

Let  me  say  unequivocally  that  the  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission  is, 
and  always  has  been  fully  committed  to  the  strong  enforcement  of  the  ordinance. 
Our  current  staff  at  the  Airport,  Mr.  Gary  Wong  and  Mr.  Kevin  williams,  and  the 
staff  before  them  have  all  been  extremely  competent  and  deligent  in  the  pursuit 
of  their  duties.   We  believe  staff  have  fully  represented  the  interests  and 
fulfilled  the  responsibilities  of  HRC  at  the  Airport  with  the  competence,  with 
candor,  and  independent  of  any  compromise  of  HRC  principles,  policies  or 
procdedures. 

In  late  November,  I  tried  to  communicate  our  views  to  the  Coalition  in  a 
face  to  face  meeting,  but  my  offer  was  refused  by  the  Coalition's  letter  of 
December  1 ,  1989. 

However,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Monday,  January  29,  1990,  we  met  with 
11  members  of  the  Coalition  of  Black  Truckers  and  had  what  I  considered  a  very 
fruitful  and  enlightening  discussion.   While  this  meeting  could  only  begin  to 
examine  our  differences,  more  importantly,  we  were  able  to  share  that  we  indeed 
had  mutual  concerns,  common  goals  and  aspirations  for  the  ordinance,  and  fh? 
strong  desire  to  maximize  the  efforts  of  minority  and  women  entrepreneurs  in 
doing  business  with  the  City  of  San  Franc 1  SCO.

Item     1    -  File  206-89-3 

1.  This  item  is  a  hearing  to  consider  operations  of  the  San  Francisco 
Housing  Authority  to  include  the  conduct  of  public  hearings,  maintenance 
and  upkeep  of  units,  use  of  public  funds,  public  housing  tenants 
associations  and  other  operational  issues. 

2.  The  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority  (SFHA)  continues  to  be 
designated  an  "operationally  troubled"  housing  authority  by  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  (HUD)  which,  according  to 
HUD,  results  from  SFHA's  failure  to  meet  certain  basic  minimum 
management  performance  standards. 

3.  SFHA's  1989-90  current  Operating  Budget  is  as  follows: 

Estimated  Revenues 

Rent  &  Other  Operating  Receipts  $15,499,450 

HUD  Subsidy  13.379.827 

Total  Revenues  $28,879,277 

Estimated  Expenditures  27.240.570 

Balance  of  Estimated  Revenues  Over  Estimated 

Expenditures  1,638,707 

HUD  Debt  Payback  (see  below)  1.275.000 

SFHA  Operating  Reserve  $     363,707 
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4.  The  HUD  Debt  Payback  of  $1,275,000  reduces  the  total  SFHA  debt  to 
HUD  from  $2,514,527  to  $1,239,527,  to  be  paid  back  in  future  years. 

5.  SFHA  does  not  receive  any  General  Funds  for  its  operations. 
However,  an  annual  payment  to  the  City  entitled  Payment  in  Lieu  of  Taxes 
(PILOT)  has  been  waived  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  over  the  past  several 
years  because  of  the  financial  plight  of  the  SFHA.  In  August  of  1989,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Resolution  File  161-89-5  waiving  an 
estimated  $802,152  in  PILOT  funds  for  fiscal  year  1989-90.  For  the  previous 
fiscal  year  1988-89,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  waived  an  estimated  $784,628  in 
PILOT  funds. 

6.  On  December  14,  1989,  Mr.  David  Gilmore,  the  new  SFHA 
Executive  Director,  provided  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority 
Commission  an  assessment  of  current  SFHA  conditions  and  a  series  of 
recommendations  for  needed  management  improvements  aimed  at 
restoring  the  SFHA  to  a  sound  and  viable  condition  within  a  reasonable 
period  of  time. 

7.  To  accomplish  the  needed  management  improvements,  the  SFHA 
Commission  approved  a  staff  reorganization  plan  in  November  1989  (see 
Attachment  1).  The  reorganization  plan  establishes  two  new  Deputy 
Executive  Director  positions,  eliminates  four  Director  positions,  redefines 
the  Facilities  Management  Unit  into  a  Planning  and  Construction  Division, 
and  relocates  the  function  of  Personnel  and  Labor  Relations  to  the  Executive 
Office,  among  its  major  changes. 

8.  In  his  first  six  month  assessment  of  the  SFHA,  Mr.  Gilmore 
identified  two  strategies  to  preserve  existing  public  housing  units:  the 
preservation  of  stable  developments;  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  more 
distressed,  decaying  developments.  Attachment  2  provides  a  recent 
inventory  of  all  SFHA  developments,  totalling  6,863  units,  that  are  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFHA.  This  inventory  was  included  in  the  SFHA 
Golden  Anniversary  Report  (1938-1988). 

9.  Mr.  Gilmore  has  designated  nine  distressed  developments  for 
which  a  dramatic  program  of  reconstruction  is  needed.  These 
developments  are  Potrero  Annex,  Potrero  Terrace,  Sunnydale,  Westbrook 
Apartments,  Bernal  Dwellings,  Valencia  Gardens,  Hunters  View, 
Alemany  and  Hayes  Valley.  Two  of  these  developments,  Sunnydale  and 
Alemany,  will  be  reconstructed  with  HUD  Comprehensive  Modernization 
funds.  The  source  of  funds  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  seven  other 
designated  distressed  developments  has  not  been  determined. 

10.  In  addition,  Yerba  Buena  Plaza  West  will  be  completely  rebuilt 
with  a  combination  of  HUD  and  City  funds.  The  City  funds  total  $2.9 
million  from  the  Housing  Affordability  Funds,  which  originally  provided 
$10  million  from  the  General  Fund  in  1985  for  housing  development.   These

funds  are  separate  from  the  funds  currently  on  reserve  for  housing 
affordability  activities.  Yerba  Buena  Plaza  East,  companion  project  to 
Yerba  Buena  Plaza  West,  has  not  been  considered  a  distressed  development 
by  the  SFHA. 

11.  Mr.  Gilmore  has  also  identified  the  following  six  management 
initiatives  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  SFHA  project  developments: 

Resident  management  will  be  encouraged  under  the  right 
circumstances,  testing  the  capacity  of  tenants  to  take  control  of 
important  aspects  of  their  lives. 

Resident  business  initiatives  with  the  formation  of  resident- 
operated  non-profit  companies  will  be  undertaken  which,  with 
tenant  labor,  can  perform  a  number  of  essential  non- 
management  functions  such  as  groundskeeping,  landscaping, 
household  moving  and  cleaning  services. 

-  Private  management  in  some  specific  areas  to  assume 
managerial  responsibilities  for  selected  developments  will  be 
fostered.  This  would  be  appropriate  to  test  SFHA  capacity  against 
the  performance  of  others,  which  is  healthy  and  should  serve  the 
interest  of  the  tenants. 

Decentralization  of  management  staff  will  be  implemented  to 
react  to  local  service  requests  in  a  more  timely  fashion. 

Management  training  to  prepare  for  greater  decentralization  of 
management  staff  will  be  accomplished  to  employ  local  vested 
new  authority  effectively  and  properly  use  and  maintain  those 
resources  placed  in  their  charge. 

-  Admissions  Policies  and  Procedures  will  be  reorganized  to 
streamline  the  housing  application  process,  merge  the 
vacancy/re-occupancy  process  and  eliminate  subjective 
placement. 

12.  As  reported  above,  the  SFHA  identified  a  total  of  6,863  housing 
units  in  their  inventory  (Attachment  2).  Presently,  the  SFHA  is  reporting  a 
total  of  6,488  units  of  which  6,094  are  occupied  and  394  are  vacant 
(Attachment  3).  The  difference  of  375  units  (6,863  -  6,488)  fall  into  the 
categories  of  demolition,  mothballed  and  non-residential  uses  such  as 
offices  and  child  care  facilities. 
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13.  In  December  1990,  Mr.  Gilmore  reported  that  vacancies  have 
been  reduced  a  total  of  195  units  from  600  to  405  (33%)  during  his  first  six 
months  as  director.  During  the  last  two  months  vacancies  have  been 
reduced  an  additional  11  units  from  405  to  394.  Mr.  Gilmore  advises  that 
the  SFHA  is  committed  to  the  effective  elimination  of  vacancies  by  the  end  of 
September,  1990,  allowing  for  a  normal  "turnover"  vacancy  rate  of  two 
percent.  A  two  percent  vacancy  rate  would  be  a  total  of  130  units  (2%  times 
6,488).  Under  these  circumstances  the  SFHA  would  have  to  reduce 
vacancies  an  additional  264  units  (394  -  130)  over  the  next  six  months  to 
achieve  the  top  goal  as  enumerated  by  the  Mayor  and  the  SFHA 
Commissioners.
